ters charred by a menacing two- 
hour fire. 


An orchestra player leaped over- 


board and drowned during the 
height of the blaze which caused 
an SOS and sent 1,100 anxious 
passengers to the decks. 


Two stewards were burned to 
death helping to fight the fire 
and another was asphyxiated in 
his cabin.

Beckons 


In less than 10 years the speed 


of American passenger transport 
airplanes had been more than 
doubled. 
Other 
improvements 


have been 
proportional.

NEWARK, N. J.—(IP)—Jack Her- 


lihy 
used 
to chase horses and 


cows out of pastures before he 
could "sot down" his biplane. 


In 1928, long before he had ap- 


proached his present record of 1,- 
000,000 miles of flying, he was sur- 
veying possible airports. 


Herlihy had vision, but some of 


the great flying fields he helped 
select will be too small for the 
ships which the great air trans- 
port companies 
of the United 


States will be flying in 1938. 


The passenger capacity of to- 


day's airliners will be doubled in 
about 18 months when 40-seat air- 
liners are expected to go into ser- 
vice. 


Big Airport* Aid Safety. 
Big airports assist the aeronau- 


tical engineers in attaining their 
principal 
objectives — Increased 
safety and greater speeds. 
They 


also seek greater 
economies of 


operation. 


In the field of safety, the auto- 


matic pilot is the flier's right bow- 
er 
The human pilot guides his 


great machine aloft, then twists 
a knob on the instrument panel 
and releases the manual controls. 


The plane now is in the hands 


of "the machine that thinks," the 
gyro-pilot. 


Take a peek at its mechanism: 


There are two small gyros, actuat- 
ed by air streams. 
One is for 
lateral control, the 9ther for ver- 
tical flight. 
The gyros respond 


to the movements of a number 
of oil plungers which transmit to 
it 
variations 
in 
air 
currents. 


Through 
"boosters" to 
increase 


the strength of its commands, a 
gyro accommodates the airplane 
to air conditions, to wind drift 
to a shift in the load in the fuse- 
lage. 


Dozens of Instrument*. 
Augmenting the gyro as a safe- 


ty device are dozens of instru- 
ments, better airports and ground 
crews in constant radio communi- 
cation with the plane. Plane de- 
sign itself has contributed a larga 
safety factor in a decade of air 
engineering. 


Ice on propellers and wings is 


no longer a problem; skeins of 
oil and flexing rubber shields on 
the leading edges of the wings de- 
stroy the ice which once altered 
contours of the wings and made 
planes unstable. 
i 


"Beam" flying utilizes a system 


of dots and dashes transmitted by 
radio, spread fan-like from trans-1 
mitting stations. 
The beams ad- 


vise a pilot whether he is "on 
course" or to tKe^left or right of 
his scheduled ImejSof flight. 
So 


perfected has the*T>cam system be- 
come that instrument panels now 
are being built with visual indi- 
cators. 


Retractable Gear Helps. 
Landing gear 
always was a 


problem. 
It retarded flight. New 


construction designs enabled ae- 
ronautical 
engineers to 
increase 


air speed as much as 2s miles an 
hour with retractable gear. 
The 


moment a pilot throttles his mo- 
tors, a siren blares in his car, 
and red lights dance on his instru- 
ment board if his wheels are not 
in landing position. 


Tho 1936 transport pilot has no 
less than 75 dials on his instru- 
ment board. Half of them arc du- 
plicates—for safety. Just a sam- 
ple, 
for the motors alone: Guages 


for oil pressure, oil temperature, 
carburetor 
intake 
temperature, 


fuel, vacuum (actuating the gyros 
and de-icers), cylinder head tem- 
perature and tachometer, 
which 


shows the number of engine revo- 
lutions. 


It has been only a decade since 


private companies took over the 
air mail from the government, but 
that decade 
has 
been 
one of 


achievement. On land the 5,000 to 
7,000 pound machine has been in- 
creased in size to 25,000 pounds and 
more. 
Machines now under con- 


struction 
will weigh more than 


50,000 pounds. 


On .the sea, whcer the problem 


of landing a great mass of weight 
is much simpler, huge flying boats 
ply the air "over the Pacific and 
along the coasts of South America. 


Soon they will span the Atlantic.

in his first eastern address of the

gling scoreboards." 
The only living ex-president, ac- 
cusing the Roosevelt administra- 
tion of presenting "hypocritical, 
misleading figures" In analyzing 
the financial status of the govern- 
ment last night and urged that 
"the 
morals of our people and in- 
tellectual honesty in public dis- 
cussions x x x be cleaned of pol- 
lution from their government. 
He addressed a republican rally 
at the Academy of Music, arrang- 
ed by Mrs. George Horace Lori- 
mer, 
wife of the editor of the 
Saturday Evening Post and presi- 
dent of the Republican Women of 
Pennsylvania. 
Hoover asserted recovery began 
in 1932. "nine months before Mr. 
Roosevelt ever came to the presi- 
dency." 
"That the beginnings of recov- 
ery were world wide, including 
the United States, in the spring 
of 1932 is recognized by almost 
every economist, 
every 
scholar, 
every statesmen," Hoover said. 
'Strike one," he said, "he de- 
ducts the present recoverable loans 
from his debt.

A plan for turning solar energy 


into motor 
fuel 
was presented 


today to tho Southern Chemurgio. 
conference by Dr. W. L. Owen, 
consulting bacteriologist of Baton 


He proposed the development of 


an "agricrude alcohol" for 
the 


motor fuel industry from Louisi- 
ana sugar cane and its waste 
byproducts which he said would 
"enormously 
enrich the 
farmer 


without any imposition whatever 
on the motorist." 
Chemurgy" he said, "concenves 


the 
utilization 
of solar 
energy 


as a source of power for the pro- 
duction of carbohydrates and pro- 
tein, which in turn are to be util- 
ized as a source of energy for 
man and horse power, and to a 
greater extent than ever before 
for the motor power, of farm and 
transport." 
He said the sugar cane was the 


most efficient converter of solar 
energy into carbohydrates "avail- 
able for Zymogenic processes of 
any crop Known to- man." 
Dr. Owen pointed out that on 


5000,000 acres of sugar cane, a

Higher Allowable 
Listed For Texas 
By Federal Bureau 


AUSTIN. Oct. 17.—WV—The Fed-' 
era! Bureau of Mines recommend- 
ed today production of 1,109,300 
barrels crude oil daily In Texas 
during November. 
It was 2,400 


barrels more than the recommen- 
dation of 1,106.900 for October. 


The bureau makes monthly esti- 


mates of the national market de- 
mand for oil and breaks the fig- 
ures down by states to assist tho 
latter in setting production allow- 
ables under proration regulations. 


The basic allowable for Texa-s 


in October was 1,179,948 barrels 
dally, but alnce has increased due 
to completion of new wells and 
adjustments of schedules. 


The bureau

change in crude stocks. Its repoit 
will be submitted formally at the

state 
proration 
hearing 


Monday when evidence on which 
to base the allowable for Novem- 
ber will be received.

he added. 


"Communities where some 
ef- 


forts have been made to combat 
the scourge have found by careful 
study that these diseases are far 
more prevalent 
than 
ordinarily 


suspected," he said. 


"It has been estimated that the 


average incidence rate for the na- 
tion is between 10 and 12 per cant 
for syphilis and more than double 
that for gonorrhea." 


Dr. Gerodetti pointed out that 


these diseases have always been a 
matter of concern to public health 
officials but, in spite of their wil- 
lingness and efforts to curb the 
spread, 
obstacles 
have presented 


themselves to thwart health offi- 
cers.

TO CONSERVE RAINS 


HY ACTUAL TESTS 


GARLAND, 
Oct. 19.—(Spl.)-- 


Moisture penetration tests taken 
on the Duck Creek project, soil 
conservation service, at Garland, 
Texas, after a 7-inch rain that fell 
recently, indicated that terracing 
strop cropping in combination with 
contour tillage, and pasture ridg- 
ing were effective in conserving 
moisture as well as preventing soil

and non-co-operating farms in the 
Duck Creek area to determine tlie 
depth of moisture penetration. On 
a terraced field on the Daugherty 
farm, moisture was found to have 
reached a depth of 36 inches. Sim- 
ilar tests were made just across 
the road on an unterraced field 
of identical slope and soil type. 
The moisture here only reached a 
depth of 30 inches. 


Moisture reached a depth of 13 


Inches on a strip cropped field on 
the Handley farm as compared to 
29 inches on the adjoining farm 
where the rows ran up and down 
the slope. The slope and soil typo 
of the two fields are the same. 


On the upper edge of an alfal- 


fa strip planted for erosion con- 
trol, water reached a depth of 
39 inches as compared to 21 inchex 
on a nearby farm where the rows 
ran down the slope. 


Borings made on a ridged pas- 


ture on the R^ N. Kearney farm 
with a nine per cent slope hsowed 
that moisture had reached a depth 
of over 39 inches. The ridges are 
spaced 15 feet apart on the steep- 
est slope. Half way between the 
ridges, moisture penetrated to a 
depth of 26 inches.

COTTON USED FOR 
ROAD CONSTRUCTION 


ON OVER 500 MILES 


COLLEGE STATION, Oct. 19.— 


(SpU— About 8,500 bales of cotton 
were used in highway construction 
during the summer of 1936, ac- 
cording to a report from the de- 
partment of agriculture. 
Tins cot- 


ton was evenly divided between 
two projects, under the commod- 
ity diversion programs Of the AAA, 
which involve the use of fabric 
binders 
for 
bituminous-surfaced 


roads and mats for curing con- 
crete. 
More than six million square 


yards of cotton, close to 
four 


thousand bales, were used by 24 
states in the 
fabric 
reinforce- 
ment program, enough for build- 
ing 578. miles of new road. 
The 


rest of the cotton was utilized in 
the construction of 89,500 mats for 
concrete-curing in 23 states. Both 
material!) were made available to 
state highway departments by the 
government, subject to perform- 
ance reports. 
The fabric is designed to rein- 


force secondary, or 
farm-to-mar- 


ket roads, where heavy trucking 
and severe climate conditions have 
run up an immense seasonal re- 
pair 
bill. 
Comparative 
sections 


were laid with three types of fab- 
rics and without fabric on each 
project to determine costs, and 
early reports of this season's work 
justify the findings of preliminary 
tests. 
The mat project was developed 


on the basis of tests made by the 
bureau of public roads and the 
highway departments of Texas and 
Pennsylvania. Mats or pads sim- 
plify the curing problem by assur- 
ing proper moisture and tempera- 
ture condicions. 
The mats are 


made from a single .ply layer or 
bat of low-grade or cotton waste 
puilted between cotton cloth cov- 
ers. 
Such mats retain moisture 


for a number of hours and are 
durable, easily handled, and capa- 
ble of reepated use. In regions 
where water la scarce, their mois- 
ture-retaining qualities constitute 
a distinct advantage. 
Where ex- 


cessively high temperatures 
or 


freezing are problems their insu- 
lating qualities are important.

Proposed Amendment. No. 1 


S. 3. K. No. 3-A 


The first proposed Constitution- 


al Amendment to face the voter 
on November 3rd is S. J. R. No. 
3-A which provides for a State 
dispensary 
system 
to have ex- 


clusive sale of distilled liquors 
and all profits from the sale of 
such liquors would go 
to 
the 


State. The sale of spirituous dis- 
tilled liquors for private profit, 
as is now the easel is prohibited 
within this State, by this amend- 
ment, except when such sale is 
made to the State, according to 
B. P. Matocha, Secretary of State. 
It is further 
provided that the 


State of Texas shall have the ex- 
clusive 
right 
- to 
purchase 
at 


wholesale and to sell at 
retail 


such 
distilled 
spirituous 
liquors. 


Such sale shall be made only in 
unbroken packages and no such 
liquors shall be consumed on the 
premises where sold. The 
differ- 


ence between the proposed plan 
and that now In effect would sim- 
ply be one of ownership—1. e. by 
the State rather than the Individ- 
ual. 


The State would maintain var- 


ious places of business for the 
purpose of the sale of such liquor 
direct to the consumer. 
These 


places of business would only be 
mainialned in the counties, pre- 
cincts 
and 
incorporated 
towns 


where by local option elections 
such sale has been made legal. 


Local option as now In effect 


would not be changed by adop- 
tion of the amendment. The sale 
of alcoholic beverages containing 
not more than 
3.2 
per 
cent 


alcohol which has been legalized 
in such political subdivisions shall 
not be prohibited by thit section.

vdes that the open saloon shall 
not be reestablished.
